all the capital stock of the Missouri cor- 
poration. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. is offering to exchange six 
of its shares for seven shares of Bell 
stock. The American Telephone and 
Telegraph stock ig quoted at $135 a share 
and pays 8 per cent dividends, and the 
Bell of Missouri is quoted at $114 a 
share and pays 4 per cent. The proposi- 
tion to buy the itnerests of the locai 
stockholders was sent out from New 
York Oct. 16. 

The St. Louis directors who are to be 
ousted are D. H. 8S. Smith, John F. 
Shepley, C. P. Maffitt and Edwards 
Whittaker. The. American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. now owns 57,830 
shares out of 87,880. 

The St. Louis directors recently voted 
Cyrus P,.Wailpridge out of office as the 
President of the Missouri corporation, 
and abolished his job, which carried a 
Salary of $6000 a year. They elected F. 
R. Mott general Manager when the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
had slated F. L. Gilman of Kansas City 
for that job.

SHE WAS NEVER’ HAPPY 





Tells of Discovering Opera Star 
and Husband in Paris To- 
gether in 1905. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—The one woman 
who read with most interest that Mme. 
Olive Fremstad was announcing her 4di- 
vorce from Edson W. Sutphen, is the 
woman who divorced him just before the 
singer married him. This is Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Sutphen of East Orange. She said, 
when she was told of the divorce, “I 
knew it would come—I am not syr- 
prised.”’ 

When Olive Fremstad announced her 
marriage to Sutphen at Salt Lake City, 
April 15, 1906, it was given out that they 
had been in this country only a few 
weeks before. But Sutphen was a South 
American promoter and had made his 
home in Buenos Ayres, Paris, London 
and New York. 

The first time Mrs. Sutphen met her 
husband was when he was a midship- 
man on the training ship Dale, which 
had put in at Piney Ridge, Md., where 
she was staying with some relatives. 
This was in 1882, and after he was grad- 
uated from the Naval Academy and had 
been commissioned ensign, the two were 
married. Sutphen resigned from the 
navy a short time afterward and he 
went to Buenos Ayres, where he started 
an asphalt paving business and became 
wealthy. 

“IT don’t think I was ever quite happy,”’ 
Mrs. Sutphen told a reporter, ‘‘unless it 
was the first year. As soon as Mr. Sut- 
phen was possessed of considerable 
money he devoted his attention to 
actresses and singers and I worked a 
great deal on account of it. 

‘When our son, Judson, was 7 years 
old, Mr. Sutphen suggested that I take 
him to England and put him in school. 
I had a lovely apartment there and I 
considered England my home for about 
nine years. My husband’ remained in 
New York and visited us in London and 
Paris, and I came over to see him here 
almost every year. He established a 
residence here, and that was why I 
sued him for divorce here when that pro- 
ceeding was necessary. 

“In May of 1906 I was in Switzer- 
land and was expecting my husband 
to join me in London, I went to Paris 
to get frocks and saw my husband in 
a carriage driving through the Place 
de l’Opera with Mme. Fremstad, I 
was thunderstruck, because I had 
just heard definitely from him that 
he would not arrive until two weeks 
later. I made up my mind to find 
out where he was stopping. At the 
Continental I asked the clerk if E. 
W. Sutphen was stopping there, and 
he replied: ‘No, we have a Mr. 
Stephens and wife. What were the 
initials?’ 

“T told him ‘E. W..,’ and he said, ‘Yes, 
this is Mr. E. W. Stephens and wife. 
He said that the couple had arrived 
about three days before, which was 
the date of the arrival of the last 
boat. I knew this was my husband.” 

“Did you know Mme, Fremstad at 
that time?” Mrs. Sutphen was asked. 

‘No, but I found her out later. That 
fs an entirely different story, and one 
that I am not at liberty to make pub- 
lic.” 

“Well, I left a note for my husband 
and took the night train to London. 
He followed me there. I then came 
to New York a few weeks later and 
filed a suit for divorce. I name a 
Mme. Alberta in the papers (she is 
dead now). My husband settled a 
large sum on me and agreed to pay 
me $400 a month alimony. He came 
to me later in England and borrowed 
$5000 of the money he had settled on 
me. Later I learned that he and Mme. 
Fremstad had been married in April. 
Subsequently he paid the $5000 back, 
but he became more heavily involved 
and I lent him money. 

“My alimony stopped, and when I 
came to America, about two years ago, 
I had only a few hundred dollars. He 
followed me to the pier when I sailed 
and out of pity I gave im a five-pound 
note. He said it was all the money he 
had in the world. 

“tT am not a business woman, and 
things went very hard with me. I tried 
to run a boarding house and I failed 
and I was quite desperate. About a year 
ago I was told that Mr. Sutphen and 
Mme. Fremstad were living at the Hotel 
Astor. He had told me he could not pay 
me any alimony because he was so hard 
up. But I thought that if he was living 
at that hotel he surely could help it. 

“Tt called on Mme. Fremstad there. 
She was pleasant enough. I told her 
the circumstances and asked her where 
Mr. Sutphen was; she said that she 
didn’t know that he wasn’t living there 
and that she was very worried about 
him.” 

Mrs. Sutphen supports herself by 
dressmaking. Her son is now 21 years 
old and she is devoted to him. Sutphen 
is now in Central America, although he 
was in London this summer, as was 
Mme. Fremstad. When told of what 
Mrs, Sutphen had said Mme. Fremstad 
only said, ‘All rot—perfect rot. I don’t 
know anything about her.”

|MAINE’S BUILDER CAN’T 
FIND CAUSE OF WRECK 


Admiral Capps Reports That 
Condition Makes It Impos- 


sible to Solve Mystery. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Secretary 
Meyer, who sent Admiral Capps: to 
Cuba to identify certain parts of the 
wreck of the Maine, and to determine 
if possible what caused the explosion, 
said today: 

“Admiral Capps reported that his in- 
spection found the wreck in such con- 
dition as to make it impossible to de- 
termine now what caused the initial ex- 
plosion. 

“His mission to Havana in the first 
instance was to identify certain parts of 
the wreck jumbled together so that the 





Admiral Capps had charge of the build- 
ing of the Maine and it was not a dif- 
ficult matter for him to tell what the 
parts were. He reported they were so 
twisted together that it is quie impos- 
sible for anyone to say what caused thre 
explosion. 

“His inspection for the rest of. the 
wreckage was no more enlightening. He 
may have an opinion that the Maine 
was destroyed by an exterior explosion, 
but it is not the result bea his inspec- 
tion. 

“That is all there is to his report, 
which was made to me verbally. He 
will not, so far as I know, make @ 
further report.”

NEWWRIGHTBIRD 


RISES GO FEET IN 
A MINUTE FLIGHT 


Motorless glider, With Orville 
Aboard, Climbs as Inventors 
Dreamed It Would. 








CRASH FOLLOWS SUCCESS 





Birdman Falls With Machine in 
Later Glide, but He Is Only 
Severely Shaken Up. 





From a Staff Correspondent of thé 
Post-Dispatch. 


KITTY HAWK, N. C., Oct. 19.—Or- 
ville Wright has seen anothe; ‘right 
dream come true. In his new glider 
he reached a height of 6 feet and re- 
mained in the air a minute. Then, on 


another glide, when nearer earth, he 
took a tumble that smashed his glider, 
hut did not seriously injure him. 

When the air increased to 35 miles 
an hour, precisely the condition the 
@viators have been looking for to prove 
that they can remain in the air with- 
out the aid of a motor, they hurried 
the glider to a point halfway up Kill 
Devil Hill. Almost immediately Orville 
Wright climbed into the seat and gave 
the word to release the plane. It was 
headed directly into the wind, but, de- 
tpite the combined efferts of Lorin 
Wright and Alexander Ogilvie, the En- 
glish birdman, it refused to soar. 


Glider Trembles Violently. 
Four times it went 10 feet and imme- 


diately sank. The vertical vane which 
had been attached at the right of the 
seat was then shifted to the 
left and the glider was taken to 
within 30 feet of the hill top. This time 
it fairly leaped into the gale and be- 
gan to climb upward until at an alti- 
tude of 60 feet above the spot whence 
‘t started, then came to a standstill for 
a brief inatant and remained perfectly 
motionless. 

It was then observed to tremble vio- 
lently, quiver and finally to quake. For 
five seconds the canvas withstood the 
strong currents of air and then the 
glider bucked up and down, bobbed like 
3. giant box kite in an erratic wind and 
it was plainly evident to those on the 
ground that something was wrong with 
the balancing device. 

Wright evidently feared to take fur- 
ther chances and with the plane swoop- 
ing down dangerously through the air 
channels he came to the ground 200 feet 
distant. Stop watches showed that he 
had been aloft’ one minute and fifteen 
seconds, beating the world’s record by 
three seconds, The aviator was jubilant, 

High Wind Rolls In. 

“This proves that we can remain up 
without a motor,’’ he said, “and demon- 
strates just what we have been trying 
to show. I am greatly pleased with 
the result, but I can see that certain 
changes will have to be made.”’ 

The second and third flights were of 
little moment, but on the fourth Wright 
duplicated his record-breaking first at- 
tempt. 

Again the machine was seen to be 
unstable, but Wright prepared for a fifth 
and final flight. : 

By this time the high wind had begun 


|} to roll in from the ocean in gusts and 


as the glider started upward it strained 
and lurched violently. At the height of 
60 feet it failed to come to a stand and 
started to buck. Wright worked des- 
|perately at the levers, but try as he 
would he could not force the plane one 
inch higher. Instead it moved backward 
a trifle. Soon Wright was observed to 
lower the elevating plane and start 
downward. Then came the smash. But 
Lorin Wright and Ogilvie found Orville 
calm and smiling. 

Rolls Over in the Sand. 

‘‘The accident was unavoidable, but it 
has taught us much,” he said to the 
correspondents. ‘‘We will have to make 
several cnanges in the glider before we 
go up again. The trials have shown us 
that we are on the right track and will 
be abie to stay up without an engine. 
Qne thing is certain, the vertical plane 
in front is a little too much for the 
rudder behind. This interferes with the 
control. We are merely experimenting 
and must expect such interruptions. The 
glider will be repaired probably in a 
day or two, as all the material is at 
hand.” 

The aviator had shot from his seat as 
the great white bird hit the foot of Kill 
Devil Hill and rolled over twice. For 
an instant he lay still. Then‘ jumping 
to his feet he ran to the glider to find 
that the right wing had been reduced to 
kindling wood and was hanging to the 
center by the canvas coverings. The left 
plane was not seriously damaged, nor 
was the aviator more than severely 


shaken up.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 19.—Six packed 


steamers arrived here from Hankow 
today, edrrying refugees. The steamer 
Belgravia was occupied exclusively by 
foreign passengers, who had free ac- 
commodations at the direction of the 


e~nsuls in Hankow. 

The ship was so crowded that many 
of the passengers slept on_the floors of 
the hold. Most of the f rs were 
Russians employed in th actories 
and Belgian iron worker yed in 
the steel plant, the Han Arsenal 
and on the Pekin-Hankow }. jay. 

Rebels Have \Valiey. 

The refugees declare that the whole 
Yang-Tse Valley from Hankow to Shan- 
ghai was in the hands of the rebels 
with the possible exception of one or 
two of the larger cities te which provin-: 
cial officials have (retired with their 
available troops. It has been insistently 
stated here that Kiu Kiang, 150 miles 
below Hankow, is under revolutionary 
control. This is denied, however, by 
foreign officials and by the representa- 
tives of the Chinese customs service. 

Accounts of the revolutionary attack 
on Wuchang as given by the refugees 
today, emphasize particularly the mas- 
sacre of the Manchus in that city. In 
the slaughter neither age nor sex was 
regarded and it is doubtful, the refu- 
gees say, whether a single representa- 


tive of the Manchu race in the city wae 


left alive there. 

Similar slaughter of the Manchus fol- 
lowed in Hankow and Han Yang when 
those cities fell. 

Paper Deplores Massacre. 

Copies of the Central China Post, 
which arrived on the Belgravia, de- 
scribed the early progress of the revo-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Oregen’s de- 


fense of the Initiative and referendum 
method of legislation has been present- 
ed to the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the shape of a brief by At- 
torney-General Crawford of that State. 

The brief is a reply to the attack by 
the Pacific States Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co. on the constitutionality of 


the methods. 

According to Crawford, the question 
Qf whether the initiative and referen- 
dum method violates the clause of the 
Federal Constitution which guarantees 
to each state a republican form of gov- 
ernment is.a political one for Congress 
and the President to pass upon and not 
a judicial one for the courts to decide. 

Seated Without Pretest. 

The Attorney-General argues that the 
political branch of the Federa! Gov- 
ernment has already decided that the 
initiative and referendum method is 
constitutional. . 

Senators and Representatives from 
stutes reserving those powers are seated 
in the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives without protest,” he argues, in 
this connection. 

Case of Oklahoma. 

“When new states‘are admitted the 
President and Congress pass upon the 
form of government presented by the 
proposed state, and decide whether the 
game is in harmony with the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

‘They have, in several instances, ap- 
proved state constitutions reserving the 
identical powers attacked in this case 
at bar, notably ‘Oklahoma and Arizona,

South Dakota, Utah, Colorado, Arkan- 
sas, Maine and Oregon, without objec- 
tion from any. Federal authority.”

ELECTROLYSIS SHOULD BE STOPPED. 
President Reber* of the Board of Pubiic Im- 
provements says that the wearing away of the 
water mains by the leakage of electricity costs 
the taxpayers thousands of dollars yearly, and 
that this leakage is a serious menace to the iron 
frames of the big buildings, electrical activity 
causing decay in the underground parts of the 
structure. In 1908 the Post-Dispatch published 
the opinions of engineers to the effect that elec- 
trolysis was a menace to Eads Bridge. 
‘Commissioner Adkins called attention at that 
time to the trouble in regard to the water mains 
and pipes. It is said that 125,000 pounds of metal 
are eaten away yearly by the stray currents, and 
‘that the yearly expense of replacing mains, due 
to the action of electricity, is over $1,000,000. 
The trouble is caused by the attempt to force 
‘the high tension and heavy voltage current used 
by the street railways back to the power houses 
through the uninsulated rails, from which, nat- 
urally, enorméus quantities escape in all direc- 
tions, seeking what electricians call a “ground,” 
which the mains and steel frames of buildings in 
‘the vicinity afford. 
i The leakage can be stopped, either by using a 
double trolley wire, forming a complete overhead 
circuit; or by using a return cable buried Jina 
thoroughly insulated conduit. The initial expense 
‘would no doubt be great, but the saving in cur- 
rent and hence in annual coal bills of the street 
railway company would more than repay the cost 
ot the improvement.

THE ST. LOUIS TOBACCO INDUSTRY: 
The tentative division of the Tobacco Trust’s 


business under the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court gives St. Louis the largest capi- 
talization of the four branches. The St. Louis 
division represents a capital of $67,000,000. It will 
include the Liggett & Myers plant and the

and cigarettes. 
The trust managers have made a wise decision 


in giving St. Louis the leading place in the man- 
ufacture of tobacco. Before the trust concentrated 
its plug tobacco industry in this city it was} 
the leading center for the manufacture and distri- 
bution of chewing tobacco. The trust managers 
merely consolidated the three great factories 
which were record-breaking examples of rapid 
industrial expansion and business prosperity. 
The value of the output of tobacco factories in 
St. Louis last year reached $50,000,000. The 
separate plants of the Liggett & Myers, Drum- 
mond and Catlin companies proved conclusively 
the advantage of St. Louis for competitive 
tobacco industries. Not only does its central 
location make the city an admirable distributing 
center, but it is near the tobacco field, thus sav- 
ing transportation charges at both ends. 

If real competition returns the St. Louis to- 
bacco industry wil] take care of itself. The man- 
agers of the business would do well to increase 
their St. Louis output and concentrate here the 
manufacture of other tobacco products. No efforts 
should be spared by St. Louisans to promote the 
expansion of this important branch of St. Louis 
manufacture.

In the suit of John T. Long against the National 
Bank of Commerce for usury—the second suit, by 
the way, for the same cause brought within a year 
against St. Louis financial institutions—an inter- 
esting bit of information came to light.

“It was in the brokerage business.” 

“Where was its office?” 

“It had no office, It had a@ tin box in my 
desk.” 

“Which you frequently referred to as the 
Hamilton Investment Co,?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“You would point to that box and say there 
is the Hamilton Investment Co,?” 

“Yes, sir.’ 

We have heard of incorporated office boys, in- 
corporated janitors, incorporated clerks and incor- 
porated stenographers as accdssories of high 
finance, but the incorporated tin box as an annex 
to a bank is a novelty.

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SENATOR STEPHENSON’s DEFENSE. 
Senator Heyburn has ruled that it must be 
proved that money spent by Senator Stephenson 
was corruptly used. Earlier in the investigation, 
after Stephenson and his managers had blandly 
confessed that they kept no records and had no 
idea how the $107,000 was used, Heyburn declared 
that the Senate would presume corruption because 
of the great amount of the expenditure. 

This caused no embarrassment in the Stephen- 
son camp. They proceeded as calmly to prove 
that the money was not corruptly spent as if 
they had never confessed they didn’t know what 
had become of it. They brought forward testi- 
mony to show that the bille for postage ran into 
the thousands, that printing consumed other 
thousands and that the 
buttons ate great holes into the amount. For 
organization and advertising they used large sums, 
but to buy votes or influence voters they spent 
nothing at all. They floundered around for days, 
but they seem to have brought Heyburn to the 
conviction that unless it is proved the $107,000 
was spent corruptly the case must fail. 

This brings the investigation dangerously near 
the line of farce. The first presumption wag cor- 
rect. Admission that $107,000. was spent is a 
confession that it was corruptly spent. This 
sum is more than twice the aggregate of a Sena- 
tor’s salary for six years.. The testimony shows 
the payment of large sums to political workers. 
What use was made of it if not to influence 
voters corruptly and buy votes? It shows large 
contributions to the campaign funds of candi- 
dates for the Legislature. Why these contribu- 
tions if not to influence voters corruptly and place 
Stephenson henchmen in the Legislature? We 
have not been playing the political game for a 
century without knowing something of the pur- 
poses that actuate men under such circumstances. 
If it was $107,000 that “put Stephenson over”. 
he is as badly off as Lorimer whom Hines “put 
over.” Legally he is in a worse position than 
Lorimer. The latter has, at least, denied spend-

There are a great many employes of the city 
of St. Louis that have a private business that 
they attend to, besides drawing salary from the 
city, although they are supposed to devote their 
time to their duties.

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—When Thom- 

as A. Edison was told that a Stock- 
holm cable said it was likely the 
Nobel prize in physics would be 
awarded to him he said that he be- 
lieved that if he got the prize it 
would be for his work on storage 
batteries. Then he added: 
“You know, the one who gets the 
Nobel prize must go over there to re- 
ceive it. 1 don’t like the idea of 
making another trip abroad just now. 
I have had enough of travel for the 
present, and I have had all the vaca- 
tion I ought to take for a while. 

“Of course I would appreciate the dis- 
tinction and accept the prize. But what's 
the use talking about it until I get it? 
I don’t know anything about it. No- 
body knows whether I am going to get 
itor not. The fellow that gets the Nobel 
prize never knows in advance whether 
he is going to get it or not. It is a 
cash prize of $40,000, part of an income 
on a fortune left by a man like me. 
Nobel was an inventor. He died enor- 
mously wealthy and he left his money 
in trust to encourage inventions and the 
arts. One prize is for invention, an- 
other for literary achievement and I 
don't know what the other is. 

‘“Maeterlinck, I know, got the last 
prize for literature, .but I cannot re- 
member who the fellows were that got 
the other prizes. They were awarded 
every year or two years, I don’t know 
which, and I don't know what time of 
year. Don't ask me to say what I would 
do with it. Wait till I get the prize.” 

The Nobel prize for physics has been 
awarded in previous years to Prof. 
Roentgen of Munich, discoverer of the 
X-ray; Prof. Philip Leonard of Kiel 
University for researches into cathode 
rays; Prof. Gabriel Lippeman of the 
University of Paris for discoveries in

LTHOUGH the Cardinals lost the 
A baseball championship of St. Louis, 
the players received more as their 
portion of the receipts than the Browns, 
who won the series. It became known 
Thursday that the members of the local 
National League team split 40 per cent 
of the receipts of the entire series. The 
club will not accept any of the money. 

When President Hedges of the Browns 
and the late M. S. Rebison of the Car- 
dinals signed an agreement to play 
spring and fall series, they decided to 
split the receipts ef the after-season 
games, 60 per cent to the winner and 
4) per cent to the loser. The club owners 
had then agreed to permit the players 
of their respective clubs to cut in on 
50 per cent of the club’s share. 

It is said that the Cardinals were per- 
mitted to cut up the ¢club’s entire re- 
ceipts as a reward for their good show- 
ing in the spring series, when Bres- 
nahan, Huggins & Co. won sev2n con- 
secutive games from the Browns. Thé 
report has it that Manager Bresnahan, 
who did not participate in any of the 
fall games, forfeited his share and asked 
that it be split up ameng the players 
who were actively engaged in the game. 
Kirby Samuel, the ebony-hued trainer 
of the Cardinals, also came in for a 
split. The Browns alse declarad Dr. 
Martin Lawler, their physical adviser,

Looking Far Ahead. 

The annual mixups of the Cs /¢dinals 
and Browns has resulted in arguments 
that have caused the best of friends 
to fall out. This time the Arnerican 
League support-rs will have the laugn 
on their National ue rivals all win- 
er. The day following the close of the 
1911 fall contests, a pair of fans wrote 
the Post-Dispatch as follows: 

A bets B that the Cardinals should 
be favorites in the spring series of 1912. 
A’s reasons are that the Cardinals were 
pennant contenders and finished with a 
better percentage than .500, while the 
Browns were absolutely last all season.

It’s too far ahead to 
make any predictions about the next mixups 
of the Browns and Cardinals. The Na- 
tional Leaguers were prime favorites in the 
recent series, but the Browns caused one of 
the biggest upsets In baseball by overthrow- 
ing the League Park team. The betting 
on the 1912 games will depend largely on 
the physical fitness of the two teams next 
March.
